Reference is made to Bureau letter dated March 3, 1943 con- 
cerning a survey recently made in the Laboratory for the period 
June through August, 1942 concerning traffic available from certain 
New York Consuls. It is noted that there are indications that no 
traffic was received from certain Consulates during this three-month 
period. 

From a review of the files of the New York Field Division, 
there is no indication that the Bureau ever requested that traffic 
of certain of these Consulates be obtained, and other than the 
Spanish Consulate, it is not clear what the connection is between 
the traffic of, for example, the Greek Consulate and the SPANIP CASE, 
It is noted from a review of the New York files by Bureau letter 
dated August 31, 1942, under the caption CENSORSHIP, that the Bureau 
requested that the New York Office cease sending to the Laboratory 
the cable traffic of the Brazilian Consulate. By Bureau letter of 
the same date, the Bureau requested that there be furnished the traf- 
fic of the Cuban Consulate. 

I note that the Laboratory survey indicates that no messages 
were received at the Laboratory emanating from the Spanish Consulate, 
This is rather impossible since there has been sent to the Laboratory 
daily, beginning April 17, 1942, all Spanish diplomatic traffic that 
could possibly be obtained from the Radio and Cable Censorship at New 
York City. This, of course, includes the outgoing and incoming traf- 
fic of the Spanish Consulate. If no such traffic was received by the

Insofar as future coverage is concerned, arrangements have 
been made with Radio and Cable Censorship to obtain all messages 
emanating from, or received by, the Consulates listed in your letter 
of March 3, 1943* These will be obtained daily and immediately for- 
warded to the Technical Laboratory. 

Reference letter is not clear as to whether or not coverage 
is desired on the domestic traffic of these Consulates. In this 
connection, I should like to point out that unless a good reason 
exists for obtaining such coverage, and the New York Office is so 
advised, no effort will be made along these lines since obtaining 
such coverage involves considerable difficulty with domestic cable 
companies.

As you know we recently received photographs of con- 
siderable Finnish material from the Washington Field Office. Such 
an examination as has been made to date has revealed that they 
probably are using two different types of H&gelin Cryptographer Cipher 
Machines.

It is impossible to decipher intercepted Finnish Government messages without 
the use of these machines. It is believed that through the use of material 
submitted by the Washington Field Office, which contains keys and settings 
for these machines, it might be possible to decipher Finnish Government 
messages if these machines are available to us. 

It is possible that the Army may have the particular types of 
Hagelin Cryptographers which we need and it is suggested that an attempt 
be made through our contacts with them to determine if they have these types 
and if they do, if they would be willing to lend them to us for a period of 
time.

The examination of Finnish code material was' first undertaken 
by the laboratory in connection with the Miscellaneous Frequency File 
(65-6854). Copies of Finnish Diplomatic cables obtained from Naval 
Censorship, New fork City, were submitted to the Bureau for appropriate 
examination by the New York Field Office together with other miscellaneous 
commercial and government cables. 


Due to the questionable political status of Finland it was deemed 
advisable to open a new file in order that this material could be more 
effectively handled. Therefore, by memorandum dated September 1942 
the Files Division was requested by the laboratory to open such a file 
bearing the title: !1 Finnish Diplomatic Code" . 

At the present time the laboratory is in receipt of approximately 
600 Finnish Diplomatic cables and radio intercepts which have been furnished 
to the Dure au by the Office of Naval Censorship, New York City and the 
Federal Communications Commission. Approximately nine-tenths of this 
material consists of messages transmitted in five-letter code groups, while 
the remaining messages are in five-digit groups, which are believed to 
constitute some form of enciphered code. These messages were exchanged 
between "Finlandia Washington” , "Ulkoasiat Helsinki" and "Paama.ja Helsinki". 


ho decodes of any of this material have been effected to date, since 
the laboratory is not in possession of the necessary code books. It should 
be rioted, however, that the Army is able to read the messages transmitted 
in five-letter groups, although they have not succeeded to date in reading 
the five-digit traffic. ^ 

Tn view of the fact that the Army is already successfully handling 
this material, it is desired that the Bureau advise the laboratory whether

A 
majority of the aforementioned messages were transmitteo in five-letter code 
groups, v/hich are believed to constitute Finnish Diplomatic Code, while a few 
messages were composed of five-digit .groups, which are believed to be some type 
of enciphered code* 


The messages were exchanged between "Finlandia Washington", "Ulkoasiat 
Helsinki M and "Paamaja Helsinki” • It should be noted that the address "Paaraaja" 
is translated as "Headquarters", while "Ulkoasiat" refers to the Office of Foreign 
Affairs . 


Inasmuch as the Laboratory is as yet not in possession of the necessary 
material with which to decode these messages, no decode has been effected. How- 
ever, should this become possible at some future date, your office will be 

advised.
